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ORDINANCE NO. 93-22 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF - COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 89-34; PROVIDING FOR 
CLARIFICATION OF DEFINITION OF PERMIT; 
PROVIDING FOR CLARIFICATION OF PROHIBITED 
ACTS; PROVIDING FOR THE PERMIT OF. ANIMALS; 
PROVIDING FOR THE PERMIT OF ALCOHOLIC 

. BEVERAGES AT SPECIAL EVENTS BY DIRECTOR; 
PROVIDING FOR THE PERMIT FOR SOLICITATION OF 
PETITIONS; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN 
CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; 
PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN CODE; AND PROVIDING 
FOR EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Parks and Recreation Ordinance, 
ordinante No. 89-34, has been in place for almost four years; and 

WHEREAS, the activities in Palm Beach County Parks have 
increased since the enactment of Ordinance No. 89-34, thereby 
necessitating the amendment of certain provisions within the 
present ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the changes as provided for herein will provide for 
more efficient and effective operations of the Palm Beach County 


parks. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


SECTION 1. 


Section 2(G) of Ordinance No. 89-34 is hereby amended to read: 


(G) PERMIT. The term "permit" means a 
document or certificate provided by the 
department granting permission to conduct 
and/or take part in a specific activity at a 
specific location and which sets forth terms 
and conditions applicable thereto. 


SECTION 2. 
Section 6(B) of Ordinance No. 89-34 is hereby amended to read: 


(B) No person shall molest, harm, frighten, 
kill, trap, hunt, chase, shoot or throw 
missiles at any animal, nor shall any person 
remove or have in their possession the young 
of any wild animal, or the eggs or nests or 
young of any reptile or bird, nor shall any 
person collect, remove, have in their 
possession, give away, sell or offer to sell, 
or buy or offer to buy, or accept as a gift, 
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any specimen alive or dead of any of the group 
of tree snails without prior approval from the 
director. 


SECTION 3. 


SECTION ll. FIREARMS 


(A) No person shall use firearms of any 
description, or air rifles, spring guns, bows 
and arrows (except in designated shooting or 
archery ranges) slings or other forms of 
weapons potentially inimical to wildlife and 
dangerous to human safety, or any instrument 
that can be loaded with and fire blank 
cartridges, or any kind of trapping device in 


any park without prior approval from the 


director. Shooting into park areas’ from 
beyond park boundaries is prohibited. 


(B) No person shall at any time bring, or 
have in their possession, or discharge 
anywhere, in any park area, any toy firearn, 
air rifle, aix :gun,. water gun, ‘Coy cannon, 
slingshot, bow and arrow, (except in 
designated shooting or archery ranges), or any 
toy or instrument that discharges projectiles 
either by air, elastic, explosive substance, 
or any other force without prior approval from 
the director. Parents or guardians shall be 
held strictly responsible and accountable for 
the actions of minors and shall be subject to 
prosecution in accordance with law. 


SECTION 4. 


Section 16 of Ordinance No. 89-34 is hereby amended to include 


the following paragraph: 


read: 


(F) In conjunction with projects sponsored by 
County Departments and upon permit from the 
Director of Parks and Recreation, animals may 
be allowed in designated areas of the parks at 
specified times without leashes. 


SECTION 5. 


Section 17(D) of Ordinance No. 89-34 is hereby amended to 


(D) The director may permit, in writing, the 
sale, possession, and/or consumption of 
alcoholic beverages incidental to a special 
event. Said permission may not exceed four 
consecutive days. In determining whether the 
Sale, possession, and/or consumption of 
alcoholic beverages should be permitted, the 
director may consider, among other factors, 
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the nature of the event, the anticipated 
number, age and/or conduct of persons 
attending the event, the day(s) and/or time(s) 
of the event, uses of areas near the special 
event, and the anticipated impact the sale, 
possession, and/or consumption of alcoholic 
beverages would have on the park, its uses, 
and the special event. The Board of County 
Commissioners may reverse or amend the 
decision of the director as it deems 
appropriate. 


Section 6. 

Section 23 of Ordinance 89-34 is hereby amended to read: 
Section 23. CONTRIBUTIONS AND PETITIONS 
No person shall solicit contributions and/or 
Signatures for a petition for any purpose, 
whether public or private, upon any park 
property without a permit from the department. 

Section 7. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 


All local laws and ordinances in conflict with any provision 


of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 


Section 8. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this ordinance is for any reason held by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction to be unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such 


holding shall not affect the remainder of this ordinance. 


Section 9. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 





The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 


changed to "section", "article", or any other appropriate word. 


SECTION 10. Effective Date 
The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 


receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
